Cotton harvesting is now in i 
full swing this week with the | 
gins here working around the 
clock to keep 
up 
with 
the 
pickers. 
The Farmers Co-op Gin 
of 
Neinda had ginned 551 bales 
up to Wednesday afternoon and 
702 bales had been processed 
by the Hamlin Farmers Co-op 
Gin. 
Upwards of 90 percent of the 
area’s cotton is 
being 
hand 
picked while a small percent­ 
age is now being machine har­ 
vested. More is expected 
to 
be done by mechanical strip­ 
pers from now until the crop 
is in. 
Laborers have been plenti­ 
ful. Pickers have been delayed 
because of the heavy dews. 
Places are ranging from 27 


cents to 30 cents per pound. A 
small percentage 
is bringing 
up to 32 cents. The bulk of it 
is san. light spotted. 
Maize harvesting which be­ 
gan around August 15 is ex­ 
pected to continue until after 
frost. July rains which caused 
the 
unusually 
long 
harvest 
season, were also 
responsible 
for the high moisture content.) 
Price of maize this year re­ 
mained constant at $1.40 per 
hundred. 
It is estimated that approx­ 
imately 5 to 6 carloads are be­ 
ing brought in daily at this 
lime.

transm its 
sound waves into 
the 
throat 
cavity replacing those normally 
produced by air oassing over 
the vocal cords. Speech is pro­ 
duced by forming words 
with 
teeth, tongue and lips, 
just as 
in normal talking. 
“The 
electronic 
larynx 
is 
small and compact, weighing 
only seven ounces,” Gene Ad 
kisson, manager 
f°r 
South­ 
western Bell here, said. 
This 
small, unobtrusive size also is 
advantage to the user.” 
Southwestern Bell will m ike 
the electronic larynx available 
to laryngetomi/ed persons at 
a price or $15. 
Adkisson said 
this price is the cost of manu­ 
facturing the device by W est­ 


ern Electric Company, m anu­ 
facturing unit of the Bell Sys­ 
tem. 
"We are not trying to make 
a profit with 
the 
electronic 
larynx,” Adkisson said.

Bell System has pioneered

mercury batteries 
Battery life ranges up to s e v ­ 
eral months, depending on the 
amount of use. 
The electronic larynx is 
es­ 
sentially trouble-free, the m an­ 
ager said. Each new unit car­ 
ries a one-year guarantee a- 
gainst m anufacturing defects. 
After the guarantee period has 
expired, W estern Electric 
will 
repair the unit at a small, non­ 
profit cost. 
Batteries for the electronic 
larynx may be purchased at 
any radio supply store. 
Adkisson said telephone com­ 


pany representatives will 
be 


\ trained to demonstrate 
the e- 
leet conic larynx to interested 
persons. 
“We urge people who are in 
t eros! cd in the electronic lar- 
> six to first consult their doc­ 
tors about using it,” he added. 
“Then they should call 
their 
local telephone business office 
for more information on arran­ 
ging a demonstration by our 
representative.” 
He said the electronic larynx 
will Ix1 made available to eas­ 
terners on a firs Income, first- 
served basis 
and 
that 
there 
might he short delays in deliv­ 
eries on early orders since the 
device will In? in short supply 
until about mid-Oct O’ cr.
